Foz Thales, Anaximenus, Anazimandes;x with 
them Heraclitus dos endenour to ſhewe yberanſe of the 
mutuall alteration ot Elementes. they ſe all thingesto 
growe out of kinde, into other that be nere them, euer 
one of them to be an vniuerſall Elemente: vet lo that 
one appopntetb one thing, an other, an other. All the 
whiche doe ſerme to mie, to haue dꝛeamed of that firfte 
mater antes toall Elementes, which hep laweto be 
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one: ſa alſo they ſuppoſe an Element to be one. But 
they whiche-pzonounce all thinges to be one thing , da 
deſtroye the beginning ol natural Philoſophie,andalſo 
of Phiũicke, and therofoze againſt them wer muſte not 
diſpute, And this is coatrarye to all reaſon, it becaufec 
there is ſeene none of the foure Elementes in the bodp, 
pure and ſincere, a man woulde denye, that they all are 
not founde in a man. Foz why, will you in the bodyes 
ol liuing creatures, finde earth, ſoʒ exam ple, vnmingled 
and pure, ſeeing in the whole, ſuche cannot be ſhewed ol 
them: foz what ſoeuer parte ot it you ſhal take, that wil 
be partaker of ſuche heate, 0z humour, and ap;e ſubs 
ſtaunte.pet that earth which we ſuppoſe to be an Cle- 
ment, is moſte thicke,heary,and beſides that, colde and 
dꝛye. Jf ſo be, that thou ſhalt in all the wozld, ſhe we me 
a ſtoane, an earthy body, truelp, J will ſhewe the in the 
'bodyes of liuing creatures, ſome thinges like vnto it, 
that is, the inde of boanes,the heares, the griſtles, and 
ffoanes. Serke not therefoze in the bodyes of lining 
creatures, any thing vnmingled, ſteing you ſhall not 
finde that in the whole wozlde, without counterfeiting. 
But as often as you ſhall ſ& anycolde parte daye, and 
thickie, let it be ynough to call into thy memvzy,carth, 
and let it be priough to behold any moyſte thing, thinne 
and flowing, to conceiue in thy minde water. Allo ths 
heate of the lining creature.

But an Element in that dothe dif- 
ker from a beginning, that beginnes, ſhoulde be in the 
ſame kinde with thoſe, whoſebeginninges they be, and 
Elementes do alwayes appertayne lo the ſame kinde, 
fo; a ſimple qualitie , is the Elemente of a tompounde 
qualitie, and a ſimple bodpe, of a compounde bodpe. @&- 
ing the refoze, bote, mopſte, colds, and dzpe may be the 
wayes (aide, that is, either as a qualitie , oz els, as an 
vnminzgled bodpe, oz as that whiche is mingled;and the 
qualitie not ſæme to be an N pet a mingled 
aʒ temperate bodpe. 1 
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It is to common, that we ſaye,an Elemente to be 
that bodye , whiche is without mingling and tempera⸗ 
ture, and alſo ſimple of qualitie. Wherefoze , at the 
length we are come neceſſarily fo Fire, Ayze , Water, 
Earth, in whom ũrſte there is eſpeciall heate, eſpecial 
colde,cſpeciall moyure,eſpeciall dʒithe. Which Ele- 
mentes alfogether,oz ſome one alone;we do com mon⸗ 
ly vſe as water, daplye when we do dzinke, 02 be wa- 
thed,Ap2e, whiche doth enuiron vs, while we dzawe it 
in by bzeathing, Fire alſo, when we are colde , wer bie 
that wer may be bote. 

Furthermoꝛè, liuing creatures, which eate, eyther * 
lande, earth, ſcoanes, tlap, yea, oꝛ boanes, do plentifully 
bzing earth info their bodyes, Wherfoze , J truelp do 
not p many men do ſape, that neytber Fire, noꝛ 
Watecr,noz Ayze, oz Earth be taken away, 02 added to 
our bodyes, and therfoze that they be not Elementes of 
our bodyes, 

Ifſ6 be, that any do therfoze thinke,that we do not 
thewe in our bodyes any Element, becauſe no man is 
fo heated, that he burnetb, oʒ dzinketh vntil he be burff, 
they do not vnderſtand that if one Element dw periſhe, 
the lining creaturelikewiſe periſheth, And the old Cle- 
ment ſhall periſh, if it be turned: the hote , if it be over 
coled : the moyſte, if if greatly ware dzyc: the dzyc,if it 
moze then meete is;be moyſtened, Wherupon the may 
ter tadeth otherwiſe then they think:foz alwaies there 
is epther ſome Element added to the body, oz els taken 
away,that whichmuft be moderately done of them that

But ot the pzoper Elements of Creatures, that is,of 
bumozs we muſt intreate in the next comentaries, foz 
of that the ſimilar parts are ——— Cheſe agayne 
meeting together, that firſt mot umple inſtrument is fi- 
niſhed, which fo the great function oz offite of one, is by 
nature pꝛouduced, then when theſe are framed together 
another greater inſtrument is made, t then the perfect- 
nes of the whole body. Therfoze that we map repete the 
whole diſpatacion;if we be greened,our fabſtaunce ſhal 
not be one in kinde , no2 yet vnſtifferable.

But how thole which are mingled may be ming⸗ 
lcd,the whole by þ whole, whether by the only quality, 
(as Arilt.ſnppoſeth)oz whether the ſubſtances, they mu⸗ 
taally entering into them ſelues, it is not nedefull fo; a 
Phiſition to frye. Pet let this ſuffice to haue ſpoken in 
this pzeſont, that if wine (fo; example) be mingled with 
water, the partes of both theſs are ſcattered into the 
ſmalleſt, and by e by, they doe mutually doe and ſuffer 
togeather,and ſo much the caſter they do communicate 
the qualities mutuallye vntill they be bzonght into leſſe 
thzough longer mouing and mingling. Foz in time of 
neceſſity the partes of thofe thinge#which are mntcally 

mingled will exactly wozke vpon them ſelues , and 

exactly ſuffer, and ſo all that wilbe one, and on 
eaerpe parte like it ſelfe.

were acertaine mudde and beſide , the fibzes which be⸗ 
ing taken from the blood, as the blood ſhall no moze en⸗ 
creaſe,ſo alſo it ſhall in colour bee varied, where vppon 
the blod is not ſimple. Other wiſe it ſhoulde be al- 
waies like both in men and beaſtes. But by experience 
we maye kno we the contrarye, bothe of the varietye of 
colours, and eſpecially of thinges which are euacuated 
by purging Pedicines. Whiche truely if they be well 
miniſtred, they wyll dzawe vnto them accozding to the 
differences of ſickneſſes iuyces perticular anddiffering. 
Againſt whiche Aſclepiades endeuoureth to perſwade, 
that is, that the medicines doe not dꝛawe vnto the 
familiar iupces, but to chaunge and to cozrupt them, 
and to alter them into theyꝛ owne nature, which truely 
as they ber moſt abſurde, ſo thoſe thinges which daylye 
we ſe done by immoderate purgations, doe ſhewe moſt 
euidentlye howe euery medicine doeth dꝛawe their pꝛo⸗ 
per humoꝛs. If ſo be that as often as any man hath re⸗ 
cepued a medicine which hath power to clenſe choler, 
firſt it ſhal expel ſuch humoz,by vomitte, after Flegme, 
then blacke choler, laſtly pure blod, which being euacu⸗ 
ated, the ſoule departeth. Jf vou giue a medicine diſſol⸗ 
uing Fleame, that ſhall firſt bee emptied , then Yelows 
coler,becauſe,it is caſie to be bzought foꝛth, atter blacks 
very ſtubburne and refiſtyng. And laſte of all blod is 
alway bꝛought fo2th becauſe it is ſet very niere nature. 
Therefoze, when that firſt humoz is euacuated, the li⸗ 
ning Creature cannot then ber in health, when it hath 
loſte one of his Elementes, but it is altogeather diſſol- 
ued and periſheth. And then out of the reſt there floweth 
humo2 which is moze fit to be tlenſed, becauſc there is 
a tertaine naturall power to eaery thing to dzaw thoſe 
thinges which be conuenient fo2 it. As in the Loade⸗ 
one there ts foꝛce to dꝛawe vnto it Von. And thzough
